Vigorous Campaign to Suppress Liquor 
Traffic Among Indians. 
Washington, Oct. 22.—The Indian 
secret service fo^ the suppression of 
liquor traffic among Indians is making 
a vigorous campaign in Wisconsin. 
Notwithstanding local prejudice en­ 
countered and active work of orga­ 
nized liquor interests, considerable re­ 
sults are being reported from'smaller 
towns, in which roaming Indians have 
secured supplies of liquor. T. B. Wil­ 
son, superintendent of the 
Indian 
school at Keshena, wired the Indian 
office that out of <wenty-four liquor 
cases presented to the federal grand 
jury at Milwaukee, twenty-three true 
bills were returned. 
Considering the 
small profit from sales, however, as 
compared to the heavy fines and the 
possibility of imprisonment, the In­ 
dian office believes a vigorous cam­ 
paign will soon produce satisfactory 
results. 


RIZZO SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Italian Murderer Must Pay Penalty in 
Electric Chair. 
Utica, N. Y., Oct. 22.—Theodore 
Rizzo must die in the electric chair 
for the murder of Theresa Procopio 
and Ferdinando Infusino, the Italian 
children he lured from their homes 
and shot to death in a ravine in this 
city Sept. 12, last. 
The jurors required but one formal 
ballot to reach their finding that Riz­ 
zo was guilty of first degree murder. 
Rizzo was sentenced to die in Au­ 
burn prison during tho week begin­ 
ning Nov. 21.

Railroads May Have to Electrify Lines 
in Chicago. 
Chicago, 
Oct. 
22.—Chicago 
has 
served upon the Illinois Central and 
upon the other railroads, too, an ulti- 
ir atum to electrify their lines or elimi­ 
nate the smoke by equally efficient 
means or suffer the consequences. 
It 
was positive and in the form of the 
first rough draft of an ordinance which 
practically will compel electrification, 
and which will be pushed through the 
city council at the earliest possible 
moment. Six months is allowed the 
railroad companies to get ready and 
two years Is given them to complete 
their work. If their plans are not 
flied and approved within the first- 
named period, they will be subject to 
a penalty of $100 a day each for each 
day’s delay. If the work is not done 
In the specified time the railroads will 
have to pay even more dearly.

Madrid, Oct. 22.—The Spanish cabi­ 
net, which was formed Jan. 25, 1907 
under the premiership of Antonio Mau­ 
ra, resigned as a result of the bitter 
attacks made against the government 
by the former premier, Moret y Pren- 
dergast, representing a powerful op 
position. 
At a conference wfith King Alfonso. 
Premier Manra told <ho king that, in 
the face of Senor Moret’s statement 
that the opposition would refuse to 
discuss even the most urgent meas 
ures, he had no option but to resign. 
He asked, however, the members oi 
the majority to support the new min­ 
istry. 
Moret y Prendergast formed a new 
ministry, himself assuming the post 
of premier and minister of the in 
terior. 
When the president of the chamber 
of deputies made the announcement 
of the cabinet's resignation it was re 
reived with such an ear-splitting up 
roar that ho was forced to adjourn the 
sitting. 
It is understood that the new gov 
ernment’s programme includes the re­ 
establishment 
of ihe constitutional 
guarantees in Barcelona find Gerona, 
the suppression of Ihe censorship, ac­ 
celeration of the campaign in the Riff 
region, amnesty for political offenses, 
the publication of the documents in 
tile Ferrer case and the holding of 
elections within a few months. 
It is believed that one of the first 
acts of th? government will bo to re­ 
place General Marina, commander of 
the Sp mish forces in Morocco, by Gen­ 
eral Weyler.

Gregory, Tex., Oct. 22.—The onf 
town in Texas that voted unanimously 
for President Taft at the national elec­ 
tion received his thanks in person.

Taft ranch.

Radium Institute to Be Established in 
New York. 
New York, Oct. 22.—Arrangements 
are being perfected in New York for 
the incorporation of the American Ra­ 
dium institute, to be devoted to the 
treatm ent of cancer and similar dis­ 
eases. Those who are interested in 
the enterprise are eminent surgeons, 
chemists, physicians and other profs 
sional men, and it is intended to min­ 
ister to deserving patients free of 
charge. 
The institute will be conducted 
much ou the same plan as similar 
ones in Paris and London. The work 
will be divided into various sections, 
such as chemistry, physics, medicine 
and botany, with an expert in charge, 
and it is believed that for experiments 
the laboratories of the Rockefeller in­ 
stitute will be available. 
Supplies of pitchblende for manu­ 
facture are to be drawn from Colora­ 
do and other W estern localities where 
the initial processes of extracting the 
radium 
will 
be 
conducted. 
It 
is 
planned to have a factory in New 
York for the preparation of the power­ 
ful agent, and also a hospital. 
It is announced that the Institute 
is not in any sense commercial and 
that several of the scientists who are in­ 
terested iii it are not only giving their 
services free, but are contributing of 
their own means to the fund which 
will be required to establish the plant. 
The co-operation of several wealthy 
men has been secured. 
The supply of ralium is extremely 
limited. The market price is $1,000 
for ten milligrams, or approximately 
$2,700,000 a pound.

St. Paul, Oct. 22.—Louis Arbogast 
had planned to start on a trip to Alas 
ka three weeks from the day he was 
murdered in his bedroom at his home,

Flora and her m other were to 
accompany him. 
This long-looked for piece of infor­ 
mation regarding the A rbogast family 
affairs was actually forced out of the 
dead 
butcher’s 
youngest 
daughter, 
‘Babe,” by County A ttorney O’Brien 
In the closing minutes of the afternoon 
session of her m other’s m urder trial. 
The girl was anything but a willing 
w itness and seemed to follow her 
older sisters iii forgetting to remem ­ 
ber m any things. 
She, like her sis­ 
ters Ida and Minnie, said th at she had 
been so sound asleep the night her 
father was m urdered she did not hear 
anything unusual happening in the 
house. 
The trip to Alaska m entioned by 
"Babe” A rbogast may help to develop 
a feature in connection w ith the m ur­ 
der of her father which the county a t­ 
torney has been working to establish. 
At the tim e of the m urder of Louis 
Arbogast the trip to the Klondike was 
reported to have been one of th e prob­ 
able causes which led to the crime. It 
was difficult to ascertain any tangible 
inform ation then, although it wan gen- 
eially reported that the contem plated 
journey was vigorously opposed by 
Mrs Arbogast and other members of 
the family. 


Girl a Reluctant Witness. 
‘‘Babe” or Flora Arbogast wa3 a 
slightly more tractable witness than 
either Ida or Minnie. 
She admitted a 
few circumstances which they assert­ 
ed they knew nothing about, although 
every admission or statem ent of any 
kind elicited by the county attorney 
had to pried out. 
“Babe” Arbogast caused two sur­ 
prises during the short half hour she 
was on tho witness stand. 
She ad­ 
mitted having been in the bedroom 
with her father and mother the* night 
of the murder. 
She also managed to 
let slip the proposed trip to the Klon­ 
dike. but no amount of questioning 
would indue? her to admit that it had 
been the subject of discussion in her 
father’s room that night. 
Outside of the Alaskan portion of 
“Babe's” 
reluctant 
statements, 
the 
most im portant feature of lier testi­ 
mony related to a visit to her father’s 
room at 10 o’clock the night of the 
murder, when she said she found her 
mother in b a l talking with Louise, 
v.ho was sitting near the door of the 
room. 
‘ Bab?” had been out to visit 
a friend, and said that 
she went 
straight upstairs upon returning home 
at IO o’clock. 
Ida Arbogast testified 
that “Babe” was in bed at 9:30 o clock 
that night. 
‘‘Babe's” statem ent about her motli­ 
er was tho first tangible bit of evi­ 
dence that has been given concerning 
Mrs. Arbogasc’s whereabouts I he night 
of the murder. 
Police Sergeant Beaubien testified 
to having found an empty revolver in 
ihe closet of t ho room where Louis 
Arbogast was murdered. 
Minnie Arbogast told how she tried 
to sm other the flames with a rug and 
help her father. 
Bloody toe m arks near Arbogast.’* 
bedside w ere shown In photographs 
subm itted to* the jury by the county 
attorney.
